In making this 
stand it prov ed a bomb with a lighted 
fu se attached, in the ranks of the 
newer and “ greater“ Democracy —the 
bandaged wing, known in Ru sh cou n­ 
ty as rhe Hearst wing—for they had 
hoped to accomplish something the 
ooming campaign by hav ing access to 
the Hearst 
pork barrel, and u sing 
fu nds therefrom. 
Like the man 
u nder 
sentence of 
death, they made one desperate, hold 
dash.for liberty , knowing their lot 
cou ld not be made any darker by su ch 
a mov e, and now corned the intelli­ 
gence from other ranks of these Ru sh 
cou nty Hearst Democrats—and thev 
make the declaration boldly —that they 
will not consider any ov ertu res toward» 
an agreemtnt for a cb an election: 
and like the man who made the dash 
for liberty and su nshine they cffdr 
the ex cu se—which bv the way is pain- 
tilly hu morou s—that the Repu t licans I 
v iolated the compact made du ring the 
last campaign 
To make an accu sation of this char­ 
acter is a small matter, bu t to try and 
shov e it down the throats of a think­ 
ing people is an insu lt to their intelli­ 
gence. 
Ev ery body is acqu ainted with 
the facts of that agreement, which, 
in su bstance plainly state l that 
if 
any one became aware of the fact that 
the 
agreement 
was in 
any 
wise 
broken, it was their du ty to report 
same, and the representativ es of the 
two parties, 
in a combined effort 
wou ld prosecu te the gu ilty parsons. If 
does requ ire some people a long time 
to learu of 
“ certain 
v iolations,” 
doesn’t it? 
Well, at any odds, the Repu blican 
party in this cou nty is going in for a 
clean election, and hy the same token, 
they are making it their bu siness to 
see that other parties will condu ct 
themselv es in a like manner. 
Cou nty 
Chairman Charles Frazee said today 
that he intended to wage a clean and 
fearless campaign, and at the same 
time, was going to do all in his pow­ 
er to see that the other parties did 
likewise, regardless^of their opsn de­ 
clarations to the contrary . 
So be it. 
The Democartic party is in an awfu l 
mess in Ru sh cou nty at the present 
time, and the old story

two pronou nced mov ements are the 
old, conserv ativ e Democrats who are 
strong in character, bu t sadly depre­ 
ciated in nu mbers, and the Hearst 
bu nch.

gained control of the reins, marking 
the passing ou t of the old party orga 
nization and party press, and backed 
with the inspiration of a liberal poli­ 
tical donor they are going after things 
in a school-boy , cry -baby 
fashion.

dent that the tenant wants a better 
site than he can afford to own. 
It 
cannot be arg u ed that the increase of 
tenantry among farmers in this cou n­ 
try shows a tendency toward evil E u ­ 
rop ean conditions.

Often a you ng farmer rents 
land in order to stay near his relatives. 
The selling market may be favorable, 
and by renting a few’ years he can 
make enou g h to bu y what he wrants 
in the neig hborhood or elsewhere.

“dep artment devoted to the interests 
of women,” with a seat in tlie cabinet.

Mrs. John 
Fowler Trow, and 
cabinet officers sat ou the p latform, 
while ou the floor were the sp eaker of 
the hou se, Mrs. Charlotte Wilbou r; the 
serg eant at arms, the smallest woman 
in the clu b; the women marked “Com­ 
mittee” and Mrs. Belle de Rivera.
